history. 


So let’s make a stab at it and 
guess 135,000, a noble count for 
October this year when you re- 
call that the same month last 
year the official figures were a 
measly 51,625 and the October in 
1931, 81,582. 


As the autumn leaves are fall- 
ing so are the production figures, 
but like the autumn leaves this 
is seasonal and there’s no reason 
to be alarmed. The drop is occa- 
sioned by the fact that we're 
writing the last chapters of the 
1983 campaign“ —corltrame 
four or five leading manufactur- 
ers who have stopped production 
of the present run in order to 
get ready for the new models, 
while even those who are not call- 
ing it a day are tapering off in 
anticipation of the blessed event, 
the birth of the new crop. But 
there’s enough steam on to give 
a production count that will be 
far in excess of anything we have 
had for a couple of years.

September New Car Sales 
Put at 141,000 on Basis of

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 9.—Sales of 
new passenger automobiles in the 
United States in September ap- 
proximated 141,000 units, exceed- 
ing sales totals for the month in 
1931 and 1932 and closely ap- 
proaching the total for 1930, it 
was estimated today in the na- 
tional weekly motor car sales re- 
port issued by R. L. Polk & Co. 

The estimate was based upon 
registrations in lu7 leading cities 
geographically located throughout 
the United States. These indi- 


cated that September new pas-| * 
| the 


senger car sales would show a 
gain of 72 per cent over last year, 
a gain of 13 per cent over sales 


in 1931 and a loss of only 19 per 


}cent under the large volume of 


sales in September, 1930. Septem- 
ber sales in these three compara- 
tive years were: 1932, 81,893; 1931, 
124,903; 1930, 175,286. 

The estimate was supported by 
official registrations received 
from eight states, which reported 
a total registration of 13,243 new

ber. This was 108.7 per cent over 
the 6,346 units registered in the 
same states in September last 
year and only 15.66 per cent under 
15,702 units registered in 
those states in August this year.

Retail F inancing Volume 


In Step With Larger Sales 


Washington, Oct. 10. 
ued increase in the volume of re- 
tail automobile financing is shown 
in statistics issued by the United 
States Department of Commerce. 
A summary of figures submitted 
for 382 identical organizations for 
August reveals a total of 93,284 
new cars financed at retail in 
August as compared with 85,833 
in July. The total amounts in- 
volved are $48,157,500 and $44,- 
152,128, respectively. 

In August, 1932, the number of 
new cars financed at retail 
reached a total of 46,416, with the 
dollar volume standing at $24,- 
644,532. 

At wholesale, the August, 1933, 
dollar volume was $73,216,618, 
against $67,119,449, with the num- 
ber of cars rising to 206,276 in 
August from 189,468 in July. Of 
the former number, 45.2 per cent 
were new cars, 52.7 per cent used 
cars, and 2.1 per cent unclassified.

$45,068,741, on the basis of 131,069 
cars. 


Turning to the used car de- 
tailed figures, it is noted that re- 
tail financing was reported on

656,552 in August. For August, 
1932, the number of new cars was 
80,648, and dollar volume $18,908,- 
584. 

The average per car, at whole- 
sale, for August was $355 as com- 
pared with $354 in July, and $344 
in August of last year. The per 
ear figures on used automobiles 
are exactly the same for July and 
August; namely, $218, while last 
August the figure was up to $234.

DeRoy Scores

At the Detroit meeting, which

Four salient points were 
brought out during the meeting: 


First, that the NADA itself will 
publish a used car price guide 
book based on sales of used cars 
in each given area. This book 
will be issued every sixty days. 

Second, that the ban on parts 
discounts to other than author- 
ized dealers, as set forth in the 
code, will also apply to insurance 
companies who in the past have 
been able to profit by buying 
these parts at discount in con- 
nection with their repair work. 

Third, Mr. DeRoy pointed out 
that dealers who are not mem- 
bers of an association are likely 
to be licensed by the government, 
which Mr. DeRoy said would 
mean that that dealer would be 
sunk. 

Fourth, a committee to be 
named late this afternoon to ad- 
minister the code locally would 
in its membership one 
dealer in used cars, thus giving 
the used car dealers representa- 
tion under the code. 

DeRoy pointed out also that 
there is no attempt at price fixing 
under the code and that the basis 
of prices would be the actual 
transactions in the market.

Tire Production 
Allocation Plan 
Dropped in Code 


New York, Oct. 10.—A system 
of cost control has been worked 
out in principle for the rubber in- 
dustry, allowing computation of 
selling costs below which no tire 
manufacturer will be permitted to 
do business, and the program of 
production allocation has been 
definitely shelved in the code now 
before the Recovery Administra- 
tion, it has been learned in the 
trade here. 

The matter of price stabiliza- 
tion versus output allocation has 
provided one of the thorny prob- 
lems in bringing the rubber man- 
ufacturers into agreement on a 
code. The cost control system, 
which will be worked out by a 
code authority of eleven mem- 
bers, will immediately stabilize 
the tire prices, it is declared, and 


Distribution as well as factory 
costs are to be considered by the 
industry’s representatives in ar- 
riving at a system of price 
control. 

According to one of the leading 
tire manufacturers ten times as 
many persons are engaged in the 
distribution of rubber tires as are 
engaged in their manufacture.

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Battery Code 


Wins Approval; 
Effective Oct. 16 


Washington, Oct. 10..—The Na- 
tional Battery Manufacturers’ 
Assn. makes formal announce- 
ment of approval and signature 
by the President of the United 
States on October 3, 1933, of the 
Code of Fair Competition for the 
electric storage and wet primary 
battery industry. 

The effective date of the code 
is October 16, 1933, which makes 
mandatory on that date all gen- 
eral provisions of maximum 
hours, minimum wages, child and 
female labor, administration, and 
other provisions. 

Further provisions of the code 
under the heading of Unfair 
Trade Practices and Domestic 
Marketing Standards, known as 
Schedules I and II and embodied 
as a part of the whole code of 
fair competition, become effective 
November 15. 

Immediate steps are now being 
taken to set up the proper me- 
dium for policing the code after 
November 15, particularly in con- 
nection with unfair trade prac- 
tices. It is believed that opera- 
tion under this code cannot help 
but make a vast improvement in 
the merchandising of storage bat- 
teries and result in greater con- 
fidence of the public in the pro- 
ducts they buy. 

The provisions of Schedule II, 
“Domestic Marketing Standards” 
will tend to produce uniform 
standards for all manufacturers 
under which the consumer will be 
the greatest benefactor. Fictitious 
and extravagant guarantees, 
which in many cases are never 
lived up to, are eliminated, and 
the consumer can be assured in 
purchasing batteries under this 
new deal that he is purchasing an 
honest product which will un- 
conditionally give the _ service 
specified by his choice. 


Truckers to Benefit 
By Store-Door Plan 


Washington, Oct. 10.—Assurance 
was given truck operators by the 
American Truck Associations, 
Inc., here that there is less oc- 
casion for apprehension in the 
new store-door delivery service 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
than appears on the surface. In 
addition, the association pointed 
out that the P. R. R. program is 
likely of adoption by rail carriers 
generally, primarily as a defense 
measure. 

In seeking to allay the con- 
cern of truck operators over a 
potential loss of business under 
the Pennsylvania arrangement, 
the association quotes the rail- 
road’s statement that “the Penn-

by the axle shaft group as a part 
of its code, the contract sales 
agreement plan of resale price 
maintenance; and (4) Formation 
of an axle shaft manufacturers’ 
committee for the purpose of 
contacting with car and truck 
manufacturers. It is expected 
that the wholesaler committee 
will be advised at an early date 
of the action of the axle shaft 
group on the above recommen- 
dations. 

A meeting of three representa- 
tives of the clutch plate manu- 
facturers and three N. S. P. A. 
wholesalers was held in Chicago, 
and a mutually agreeable plan of 
adjustment was arrived at, which 
it is expected will be adopted by 
the clutch plate group. This plan 
includes the following five points: 

1. List prices of car manufac- 
turers will be used. 

2. Schedule A will be a sched- 
ule of net prices for resale to 
independent repairmen, garages, 
non-stocking brake service sta- 
tions and small fleet owners (ex- 
act classification to be left to 
wholesaler local groups) based 
upon the net price available to 
the repair trade from the car 
factories or their authorized 
dealers. 

3. Schedule B will be a schedule 
for resale to car dealers (only 
for cars distributed by them) and 
large fleet owners (exact classi- 
fication to be left to wholesaler 
local groups) and will be ar- 
ranged according to cars rather 
than numerically, and will be 
figured upon a discount basis 
from Schedule A. (Note: Aver- 
age discount in this classification 
figured from Schedule A will be 
25 per cent, varying from 0 to 
40 per cent.) 

4. Schedule C will cover sales 
to sub-wholesaler accounts and 
brake service stations with clutch 
rebuilding machines and main- 
taining a stock of parts, which 
parts are purchased on contract 
from the wholesale. (Note: The 
average discount from this classi- 
fication will be 25 per cent fig- 
ured from Schedule A.) 

Those accounts buying on 
Schedule C will not be in a posi- 
tion to resell to Schedule B ac- 
counts but will be expected to 
make all their sales at prices 
shown in the net price Schedule 
A. 

5. The jobbers’ cost will be a 
flat discount figured from the 
Schedule A net price. This 
method definitely sets up the job- 
bers’ gross profit, based on his 
resale prices, which would be im- 
possible if a horizontal discount 
from the manufacturers’ list 
prices were used. 

N.S.P.A. wholesalers participat- 
ing in this meeting were V. C. 
Anderson, Motor & Axle Parts 
Service, Inc.; F. S. Heimbach, H 
& E Standard Auto Parts; and J. 
Fischer, Auto Parts & Gear Co., 
all of Chicago. 

A third important meeting was 
held in Chicago later, and was 
participated in by six representa- 
tives of the piston and piston pin 
manufacturers group and three 
representatives of the N.S.P.A. 
wholesalers’ committee, these lat- 
ter being: V. C. Anderson, Motor 
& Axle Parts Service, Inc.; Earl 
Hylen, Andrew Johnson Co.; and 
Henry Trauscht, Trawill Sales 
Co., all of Chicago. At this ses- 
sion the wholesalers were invited 
to discuss particular points that 
they would like to have receive 
careful consideration on the part 
of the piston manufacturers in 
the development and administra- 
tion of their group code, and 
their recommendations will re- 
ceive the consideration of the en- 
tire piston and piston pin manu- 
facturers’ group. 

“Neither the wholesaler nor 
the manufacturer can afford to

New motor truck sales in Sep- 
tember apparently were slightly 
greater than in August and more 
than double those in September 
last year.

On 
this basis it was estimated that 
total sales in September would 
reach 30,000, comparing with 
14,967 in September last year and 
28,807 in August this year. 


Employment Up; 
Wages Follow 


Trenton, Oct. 9. — Factory em- 
ployment in New Jersey since 
March has increased 23.3 per 
cent and payrolls 31.3 per cent, 
while average weekly earnings 
have advanced 6.4 per cent. 

This encouraging report came 
from State Labor Commissioner 
Charles R. Blunt and means, he 
said, that at least 34,333 workers 
were added to the payrolls, which 
were increased approximately 
$898,042 during the five months. 

Returns from 679 establish- 
ments in fifty-six of the principal 
manufacturing industries of the 
State showed an employment 
gain of 6.3 per cent and a payroll 
growth of 5.6 per cent for August, 
declared Colonel Blunt.

$20.75 as compared with $20.91 
during July.
